Coffee County rates among tops 


Mr. Ron Smith, Director of the 
Coffee County Dept, of Human 
Resources, states a recent audit of 
his office by the State Dept. of 
Human Resources indicates that 
child support collections in Coffee 
County are in the top five percent in 
efficiency and quality of work in the 
State, 

The director stated this high 
ranking of the department is 
indicative of the excellent work being 
done by dedicated staff in his office. 

Ms. Sue Rizzo is supervisor of the 
collections unit, and Mrs, Ramona 
Ross is collections person, Mrs.

Smith states that all these people 
are responsible for the excellent 
rating given the child support 
collections program in Coffee 
County. 


Smith stated that the Coffee 
County Dept. of Human Resources 
assumed the child support 
collections function on June 1, 1986, 
and collections are averaging around 
$25,000 per month. He said he is 
extremely proud of the above- 
mentioned staff persons who have 
done such an outstanding job. 


Unemployment rate inches upward 


The Alabama Dept. of Industrial 
Relations has released its unemploy- 
ment date for the month of June and 
the data reveals the unemployment 
rate for Coffee County, and all of 
Alabama, took a sharp turn upward. 

The data revealed that of the 
labor force of 17,670 in Coffee 
County, 1,490 were unemployed, for 


a rate of 8.4%, The rate is up from 
7.7% in May and 6.4% from a year 
ago. 

The statewide rate showed an 
increase from 9.3% in May to 10.3% 
in June, which related to 190,500 
unemployed workers.

When customers of the Jack 
Water Systems were asked recently 
to cut back on water usage because 
of a water shortage, everyone agreed 
to cooperate. 

However, while agreement on 
cutting back usage was unanimous, 
many customers did not agree on the 
cause of the shortage! 

‘*l know the dry weather has a lot 
to do with the shortage,"’ said one 
customer, ‘but a major cause is the 
number of leaks in the system that 
are continually ignored. People need 
the water for personal use and for 
livestock. and I just can’t understand 
why they tell us to cut back when 
they are letting water run down 
gullies.’’ 

A trip to a rural area north of Jack 
last week revealed a major leak in a 
six inch water line, causing a stream 
of water twelve-inches wide to fill a 
gully, and a leak in a %-inch line 
spewing water down a small gully. 

A resident living near the major 
leak stated the leak was reported to 
water system authorities 
four months ago, but was told it 
would take a backhoe to get to the 
leak and one wasn't available. The 
smaller leak was reported, according 
to a resident, a year ago, but the 
meter reader reportedly blamed the

damage on the telephone company 
and the leak is still running. 

One Jack resident stated a leak in 
a %-inch line caused by state work 
crews resulted in a loss of 90,000 


gallons of water in a _ month, 
prompting him to wonder how much 
water has been lost because of the 
leak in the six-inch pipe over a 
four-month period, 


Both residents reported they 
would go to the next meeting of the 
water system and once again report 
the leaks. 


Energy assistance program to help needy 


A special energy assistance 
program targeted for low-income 
elderly or handicapped persons is set 
to begin Monday, August 11, in 
Barbour, Coffee, Geneva, Henry and 
Houston counties. In announcing the 
‘*Elderly/Handicapped Energy 
Assistance Program (EHEAP), 
Peggi James, Executive Director of 
the Human Resource Development 
Corporation, stated the primary 
purpose is to help the elderly and 
handicapped with their utility bill. 


Al payments made by the agency 
will go directly to the utility 
company. 


Only households which contain 
an elderly (age 55 or over) or 
handicapped individual and are 
below 125 percent of poverty are 
eligible. Handicapped is defined as 
an individual who currently receives 
disability payments under Social 
Security, SSI, State 
Supplementation, VA, Black Lung, 


Railroad Retirement, or those 
temporarily handicapped due to 
hospital or home confinement and 
under the care of a_ licensed 
physician. The poverty level for 
a household of four, for example, is 
$1109 or less per month. 


Households served under the 
regular LIHEAP Crisis Cooling 
Program are not prevented from 
receiving assistance under this 
program. Households in government 


assisted housing are not eligible if 
the household receives a HUD utility 
allowance or has its rent reduced to 
offset utility costs. 


Applications for assistance will 
be between the hours of 9 a.m. and | 
p-m., Monday through Wednesday. 
Persons interested in applying 
should go directly to the nearest 
HRDC Center. Ms. James added 
that the applicants should bring with 
them information about income . 


County Commission finalizes Sept.2 election — 


The Coffee County Commission 
met on Monday, August 4, at the 
courthouse in Enterprise and 
discussed plans for the upcoming 
Sept. 2 special elections ordered by 
the federal courts. 

The election, to pick a county 
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commissioner from a newly created 
‘*black district,’’ was ordered after a 
federal judge ruled the at-large 
commission elections in Coffee 
County diluted black voting 
strength. 

The commissioner elected at the 
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special election will serve a two-year 
term and will then be forced to seek 
re-election, At the 1986 election, 
commissioners will be chosen by 
voters in seven separate districts and 
the probate judge will no longer be 
the commission chairman.

Our ‘Very Special Person’’ at the 
Elba Nursing Home for the first 
week of August is a gentle person, a 
dear sweet lady, by the name of 
Flossie Bell Elliott Legear. 

_ Miss Flossie is an attractive lady 
with reddish hair, and although a bit 
faded fiow, her daughter Hattie 
recalled it was once a pretty, bright 
red color,’ fair complexion, 
greenish, hazel-colored eyes, and 
possessing a pretty, friendly and 
ever-ready smile. 

The day we visited her, she was 
wearing a navy-and-white polka dot 
dress and looked as ‘‘neat as a pin.”

1 was witness to such a sweet 
Sight, for once when Miss Flossie 
was weeping, another of the lady 
residents in the day room reached 
over and patted her arm gently and 
said, ‘‘Please don't be sad.”’ 

Miss Flossie was born August 14, 
190S, in Crenshaw County, near 
Brantley. In fact, her birthday is 
next Thursday, and she'll be 81 
years young and we do mean 
young! So, we're wishing you an 
early and ‘'Happy Birthday,’ Miss 
Flossie! 

Her parents were Monroe and 
Hattie Golden Blackmon Elliott. Mr. 
Monroe was born near the 
community of Burnout and was a 
farmer, and Miss Flossie remembers 
him as ‘‘a hard-working man, a big 
man with red hair,’’ whom she called 
“‘Daddy.’’

PREP FOOTBALL PRACTICE GETS OFF TO SWELTERING START 


High school football teams across the state started fall (?) football practice 
Monday amid 100°-plus temperatures, and the coaches will find out in a 
hurry who really wants to play. If a kid is willing to practice in this weather 
he wants to play! 

At Elba, Coach Mack Wood is practicing late in an effort to beat the heat, 
and if the Tigers can dodge the late afternoon thunderstorms, the move 
should pay off. Coach Wood works his players hard and it shows late in 
games, and I’m sure this year will be no different, as work progresses toward 
the August 29 opener. 

I'll begin making the trips to the various football camps in the county this 
week and begin pre-season reports on all county schools next week. If you 
want to keep up with your favorite team, just stick with me and I'll keep you 
informed. 


HOT WEATHER TIPS SHOULD BE FOLLOWED IN ALL ACTIVITIES 


In this month’s Alabama High School Athletic Association bulletin a 
specialist in physical conditioning at the University of North Carolina listed a 
number of practices and precautions for athletes, and while the article was 
aimed at athletes, it can also be helpful for ‘weekend athletes’’ and everyone 
who works outdoors. Here are some of the recommendations: 

It Is clear that top physical performance can only be achieved by an 
athlete who is in top physical condition. |. ack of physical fitness impairs the 
performance of an athlete who participates in high temperatures. 

Along with physical conditioning the factor of acclimatization to heat is 
important. Acclimatization is the process of becoming adjusted to heat and it 
is essential to provide for gradual acclimation to hot weather activities. It is 
necessary for an athlete to exercise in the heat if he is to become acclimatized 
toit. Itis suggested that a graduated physical conditioning program be used 
and that 80 percent acclimatization can be expected to occur after the first 
seven days. Final stages of acclimatization to heat are marked by increased 
sweat loss and reduced salt concentration in the sweat. 

The old idea that water should be withheld from athletes during workouts 
has no scientific foundation. The most important safeguard to the health of 
the athlete is the replacement of water. Water must be on the field and 
readily available to the athlete at all times. It is recommended that a 
minimum 10-minute water break be scheduled for every half hour of heavy 
exercise in the heat. Athletes should rest in a shadedarea during the break. 
Water should be available in anlimited quanities. 

Sait should be replaced daily. Extra salting of the athlete’s food will 
accomplish this purpose. Salt tablets and glucose - electrolyte solutions are 
not recommended. Attention must be directed to replacing water. 

Know both the temperature and humidity. The greater the humidity the 
more difficult it is for the body to cool itself. Use of a sling psychrometer is 
recommended to measure the relative humidity and any time the wet-bulb 
temperature is over 78° practice should be altered. 

Cooling by evaporation is proportional to the area of skin exposed. In 
extremely hot and humid weather reduce the amount of clothing covering the 
body as much as possible. Never use rubberized clothing. 

Athletes should weigh each day before and after practice and weight 
charts checked. Generally a 3-percent weight loss through sweating is safe 
and a 5-percent loss is in the danger zone. 

Know what to do in case of such an emergency. Be familiar with 
immediate first aid practice and prearranged procedures for obtaining 
medical care, including ambulance service. 

Heat Stroke: This is a medical emergency - delay could be fatal. 
Immediately cool body (immersing in cold water, spray with cool water, or 
using any other means available for immediate cooling) - while awaiting 
transfer to a hospital 

Heat Exhaustion: Obtain medica! care at once, Withdraw individual from 
further activity and give fluids by mouth if athlete is able to swallow. Place 
athlete in shade and keep cool while awaiting transfer to hospital. 

Summary: The main problem associated with exercising in hot weather is 
water loss through sweating. Water loss is best replaced by allowing the 
athlete to drink as much water as he likes, whenever he wishes. The small 
amount of salt lost in sweat is adequately replaced by salting food to 
individual taste at mealtime.

Boating Accidents Must Be Reported To Marine Police Division 


Marine Police officials note that 
the larger number of boaters using 
the State’s waterways increases the 
probability of boating accidents. 
Marine 
Garner reminds boaters that State 
Law requires that any boating 
accident resulting in death, injury or 
property damage in excess of $50 
must be reported within 10 days to 
the Marine Police Division of the 
Department of Conservation. 

If the operator is incapacitated, 
each of the occupants or any witness 
is required to make the report. 

Failure to report a_ collisior 
accident or other casualty involving 
vessel resulting in death, injury < 
property damage in excess of $50 is 
misdemeanor punishable by a $10 1 
$100 fine and/or six months is jail.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; 
authorizing the Coffee County 
Commission to levy an additional 
county privilege, license, or excise 
tax on the sale, distribution, storage, 
use or other consumption of tobacco 
and certain tobacco products in such 
county; providing for the collection 
and enforcement of the tax, and 
distribution of the proceeds therefor; 
providing for an advisory 
referendum on the issue of adding 
such additional county tax; pre- 
scribing misdemeanor penalties 
against those who violate the 
provisions of this act; and construing 
that the provisions of this act are 
cumulative. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The Coffee County 
Commission is hereby authorized to 
impose upon every person, firm, or 
corporation who sells, stores, 
delivers, uses or otherwise consumes 
tobacco or certain tobacco products 
in Coffee County a county privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following 
amounts: 

(a) Five cents ($0.05) for each 
package of cigarettes, made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor 

(b) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(c) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
sack, can, package, or other 
container of smoking tobacco, 
including granulated, plug cut, 
crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other 
kinds and forms of tobacco which are 
prepared in such manner as to be 
suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
cigarette. 

(d) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
sack, plug, package, or other 
container of chewing tobacco, which 
tobacco is prepared in such manner 
as to be suitable for chewing only 
and not suitable for smoking as 
described in subsection (c) of this 
section. 

(e) Three cents ($0.03) for each 

can, bottle, glass, tumbler package, 
or other container of snuff made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 
» Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 
federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by: law. 

Provided, however, when the 
license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on 
each package of Cigarettes and on 
each cigar. 3 

Section 2. (a) Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose in Coffee County any 
cigarettes, cigars, snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
privilege tax levied and assessed 
herein to the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
products, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, 
corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose of distributing the cigar- 
ettes, cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
and like tobacco products, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of 
the tax, The dealer, storer, or 
distributor shall state the amount of 
the tax separately from the price of 
the cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
smoking tobacco and like tobacco 
products, on all price display signs. 
sales or delivery slips, bills and 
statements which advertise or 
indicate the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products. 

(b) Prior to adopting such 
resolution provided for in Section 2 
(a), the said commission shall first 
call for a non-binding advisory 
referendum on the question of 
imposing the additional county tax 
on cigarettes and tobacco products 
as described by this act. Said 
election shall be held and conducted 
as nearly as possible in the same way 
as county-wide elections and shall be 
held on the same day as the next 
special, primary, state or county- 
wide election, next following 
passage on this act. Notice of the 
election shall be given by the judge 
of probate of Coffee County, which 
notice shall be published once a 
week for three successive weeks 
before the day of the election. On 
the ballots to be used at the election, 
the proposition to be voted on shall 
be stated substantially as follows: 
“Do you favor the local law levying 
an additional cigarette and tobacco 
products tax? Yes( ) No( )." 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any dealer, storer or distributor 
engaged in or continuing in Coffee 
County in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse 
to add to the price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due on 
account of the tax herein provided or 
to refund or offer to refund all or part 
of the amount collected or absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion 
thereof. Any person, firm, 
corporation, club or association 
violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be fined not more than one 
‘hundred dollars ($100.00) or 
imprisoned in the county jail for not 


more than sixty days or both such 
fine and imprisonment. Each act in 
violation of this section shall 
constitute a separate offense. 

(a) The proceeds from the tax

hereby authorized, less the actual 
cost of collection not to exceed five 
per centum (5%) shall be paid by the 
state department of revenue to the 
Coffee County Commission, on a 
quarterly basis, and all revenue. less 
five per centum (5%) for the Coffee 
County General Fund, will be 
expended within ten (10) days to the 
Coffee County Firefighters Associa- 
tion Incorporation, for funding 
county wide fire protection, 

(b) For any member fire depart- 
ment of the Coffee County 
Firefighters Association to receive 
any type of funding that might be 
acquired by the Association or 
mandated by law or appropriated to 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association, each member fire 
department of said Association must 
meet certain standards and criteria. 
Eligibility of member fire 
department for any type of funding 
that may be acquired in any way by 
the Association is strictly contingent 
upon compliance with these criteria, 
which are set out below: 

1. Fire Department must be a 
member of the Association in good 
Standing. 

2. Fire Department must have a 
representative on the Board of 
Directors. 

3. Fire Department must be able 
to furnish monthly fire reports to the 
Association. 

4. Member fire department must 

be a certified fire department, with 
the Alabama Forestry Commission 
and or the State of Alabama, Any 
new departments will have a one (1) 
year probation period to become 
certified. Failure to do so within one 
(1) year will void funding through the 
Associaton. 
5. Fire Departments must be 
incorporated, or fall under the 
jurisdiction of a municipality, must 
be organized with a Constitution and 
Bylaws on file 

6. Fire Departments must have 
regular meetings for business and 
training 

Fire Departments must 
maintain a Set of operating books for 
income and expenditures. 

8. Fire Departments must furnish 
phone numbers so fire units can be 
reached day or night. ’ 

9, A representative from each fire 
department must attend at least 
three (3) of the four (4) quarterly 
Board of Directors meetings during 
the year and also the annual meeting 
each year. 

10. Each member fire department 
of the Association must meet all 
qualifications established and 
approved by the Board of Directors 
of the Association in order to qualify 
for county funding or any other type 
of funding acquired by the 
Association. 

11, Each member fire department 
receiving County funds or any other 
funding from the Association will be 
required to follow the Alabama State 
Bid Law. 

12. Each member fire department 
receiving County funds will be 
required to furnish the Association's 
Treasurer with copies of receipts for 
firefighting equipment, gas, and all 
other items purchased with County 
funds. 

13. Fire Departments shall not use 
funds acquired by or through the 
Association to pay compensation to 
its members. 

(c) All funds acquired by the 
Association shall be divided equally 
among all qualified member fire 
departments and the Association. 
(Association to receive a share to be 
held in an emergency reserve.) 

1. Member fire department must 
satisfy all requirements at the time 
funds are made available for 
distribution, 

2. After receiving funds, member 
fire department must keep accurate 
records to yerify that County funds 
were expended on fire department 
operation, equipment purchase, and 
repairs. 

3. Association share of funds 
shall be invested in interest-bearing 
accounts, to be determined by the 
Board of Directors, These funds are 
for loans, interest-free, to member 
fire departments for emergency 
repairs ONLY, and must be REPAID 
by the department out of the next 
year's funds. 

4. Authorization to borrow 
emergency funds must be approved 
by a majority of the Board of 
Directors. 

5. After a savings of $5,000.00 
has been accumulated, the 
Association share is to be divided 
among member Fire Departments, 
all above $5,000.00 shall be divided 
equally among the member fire 
departments. 

6. On dissolution of a member 
fire department, all equipment and 
other items purchased with County 
funds shall become the property of 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association. 

(d) fhe Coffee County Fire- 
fighters Association will not have or 
issue shares of stock. No dividend 
will be paid, and no part of the 
income of this Corporation will be 
distributed to its general members, 
directors, or officers. The 
Corporation may not pay com- 
pensation to general members, 
directors or officers for service 
rendered, Nor may compensation be 
paid indirectly, as for instance, 
through member fire department. 
Compensation shall not be deemed 
to include expenses and 
reimbursements, unless yoted on by 
the Board of Directors. 


(e) The Coffee County Fire- 
fighters Association will make no 
loans to any of its directors, officers 
or general members. 

(f) No member or incorporator of 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association may have any vested 
right, interest, or privilege of, in or 
to the assets, functions, affairs or 
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franchises of this Corporation, or any 
tight, interest or privilege if 
membership ceases or while he or 
she is not in good standing. 

1, Expelled members shall have 
no property rights to assets of the 
Corporation. 

2. On dissolution, assets of this 
Corporation. remaining after the 
payment or discharge of all liabilities 
of the Corporation, the return, 
transfer or conveyance of assets held 
on conditions requiring the same, 
and the transfer or conveyance of 
assets received, shall be distributed 
as provided by law. 

Section 4. The tax hereby 
authorized shall be paid by affixing 
stamps as is required for the 
payment of the tax imposed by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975 
The state department of revenue 
shall have the same duties relative to 
the preparation and sale of stamps to 
evidence the payment of such tax 
that it has relative to the preparation 
and sale of stamps under those 
sections and may exercise the same 
powers and perform the same duties 
in the same manner relative to the 
collection of the tax hereby levied 
that it does relative to the collection 
of that tax. 

Section 5. The state department 
of revenue is hereby authorized to 
promulgate and enforce rules and 
regulations to effectuate the purpose 
of this act. All such rules and 
regulations duly promulgated shall 
have force and effect of law. 

Section 6. All laws, and rules and 
regulations of the department of 
revenue, relating to the manner and 
time of payment of the tax levied by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, requiring reports from 
dealers and prescribing penalties for 
violations shall apply with equal 
force to the tax levied by this act as 
fully set out herein. 

Section 7. (a) None of the 
provisions of this act shall be applied 
in such manner as to be in violation 
of the commerce or other clauses of 
the federal or state constitution. 

(b) This statue shall not be 
construed to apply to cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products stored by a 
wholesaler dealer for the purpose of 
resale or reshipment outside of such 
counties which are actually resold or 
reshipped. 

Section 8. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which 
remains. 

Section 9. The provisions of this 
act shall be construed in pari materia 
with any and all other provisions of 
law, or parts of law, relating to taxes, 
tobacco’ products or firefighting 
departments; provided, however, 
that all laws or parts of laws which 
are in direct conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This act shall become 
effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Mayor English vows not toraise taxes despite federal cuts 


The Elba City Council met in 
regular session on Monday 
afternoon, August 11, at City Hall 
and heard Mayor Bob English 
pledge to cut back wherever possible 
‘when pianning the city’s budget for 
the coming year in an.attempt to 
prevent the addition of any taxes. 

“I will talk to all department 


heads as I work on the budget and 
together we will tty to find places to 
cut back in order to save money,”’ 
English said. ‘‘Right now we are 
planning to hold a public auction to 
get rid of some city vehicles not 
needed, and in coming weeks cuts 
will also be discussed in all city 
departments. The citizens of Elba 


can, and will, get first quality service 
from the various city departments; 
however, cuts will have to be made 
to balance out the loss in funds due 
to federal cutbacks. 

“I don’t think the people of Elba 
want to pay any more taxes, and by 
cutting back on items and services 
not essential to everyday use this can 


be accomplished. Next year’s 
budget will be lean, but it will be one 
we can all live with,"

Group of upset parents meet with Elba City School Board 


The Elba City School Board 
gathered at S p.m. Thursday for their 
regular monthly meeting and were 
greeted by 14 upset parents. These 
parents of high school students had a 
complaint, and when they indicated 
it involved a particular teacher, 
Chairman Bill Cowart noted the law 
required such matters be discussed 
in executive session. 

A 45-minute session with the 
parents bringing the complaint 
appeared to be successful.

Major adjustment loans and

and meet the following eligibility 
requirements: 

1, An individual must be a citizen 
or if an entity applicant, 50 percent 
or more of the members must be 
citizens. 

2. The applicant must be an 
established farmer as defined by 
regulations. 

3. The applicant must operate in 
a disaster area, 

4. The applicant must have 
suffered a qualifying loss based upon 
the disaster, This is a 30 percent 
reduction in production of a single 
enterprise. 

5. The applicant must have the 
legal capacity to contract the loan. 

6. The applicant must have the 
training and experience to carry out 
the proposed operation. 

7. The applicant must honestly 
endeavor to carry out the obligations 
of the loan. 

8. The applicant must operate as 
a family size farm, 

9. The applicant must show an 


expenses, purchase of machinery 
and equipment, livestock, refinanc- 
ing secured and unsecured annual 
operating type debts, paying a 
secured creditor up to 20 percent of 
the market value of his security or 20 
percent of the debt, whichever is 
less. 

The proposed operation must 
show the ability to cash flow all debts 
and be considered secured, Richey 
stated that EM actual loss loans 
carry an interest rate of 5S percent on 
the first $100,000 and 8 percent on 
any additional amount up to 
$500,000. Actual loss loans are 
generally repayable in one to seven 
years, depending upon the use of the 
funds, life of the security, and the 
applicant's repayment ability.
